The last man to run the mill 
was Silas Brown, who lived in 
the Harnden Tavern. He left 
diagrams of how the mill 
operated. Those diagrams 
were published in a collec- 
tion, Harnden Tavern Tales, 
by Alice Dillaway. 


The sawmill burned in 1891. 
North of Salem Street is a 
large undeveloped area, 
much of it swamp.

Shortly after the conclu-

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GALVIN 
SETTLES 
INTO 
WOBURN 'S 
CORNER 
OFFICE

Technically, Scott Galvin is on vacation, his first since tak- 
ing over as Woburn’s mayor in January. Before he heads off for 
a: week of relaxation, he has one appointment to keep, and he 
arrives at his office in a pair of plaid walking shorts and a t- 
shirt. 

Galvin has never stood on ceremony. His no-nonsense, down- 
to-business approach helped him win office last November, and 
his inauguration speech was typically direct, pointed and brief. 
- His dressed-down style is almost a reminder of former 
Mayor John Rabbitt, Woburn’s longest-serving mayor, who held 
the corner office when Galvin was elected to the first of his 
eight terms as the Ward 3 Alderman on the City Council. 

“There really hasn’t been much of an adjustment for me at 
all,” Galvin said. “When you run for office and you're elected, 
sometimes you don't know what to expect, but I served on the 
council for so long (16 years) that I really had a pretty good 
idea of what the job was all about. 

“I was lucky to serve under some great mayors, and with 
some good City Councilors, like Brian Shaughnessy, Paul 
Medeiros, Charlie (Doherty) and Bryan Melanson,” he added. 
“It helps that I’ve been around.” 

Mayor of a city Woburn’s size - with a $113 million budget, 
some 35,000 permanent residents and perhaps as many as four 
times that many people working here during a weekday - ought 
to be a 24/7 job, but he hasn’t had to take a lot of calls at home, 
and he still gets to spend time with his wife and four children. 

Galvin acknowledges there were some rough moments in the 
first few weeks of his administration One of his first acts as 
mayor was to terminate Department of Public Works Supt. 
Vincent Ferlisi, who was hired by Galvin’s predecessor, Thomas 
McLaugh-lin, and served as McLaughlin's aide. before landing the 
DPW post. 

He also ran into a dispute with the council during the winter 
over the disposition of the Clapp Elementary School property. 
Galvin didn't want to rule out the future use of the building, 
which upset neighbors who by next June will have had to put up 
with two years of inconvenience while the Clapp is being used 
as swing space while the new Goodyear Elementary School is 
built in East Woburn. 

“I think with (the DPW job) you had some established, loyal 
backers (of McLaughlin) who were upset about the way things 
went down,” said Galvin. “Things like that happen when there’s 
a change in administrations,” 

Ferlisi is suing Galvin and the city for $2 million, Since the 
case is pending, Galvin had little to say other than he is confi- 
dent he and the city will prevail. Thomas Quinn has served as 
the interim DPW Superintendent since January, and a search is 
currently underway to find a full-time replacement for Ferlisi. 

“That’s our number one priority right now,” said Galvin, who 
hopes to have someone in place by Sept. 1. “Fortunately, 
(Quinn) has really stepped up and filled in well.” 

The city is also looking to hire a Deputy Auditor and an 
assistant in the Appraiser’s office, two positions that will be rev-

enue-positive for the city. Payroll is also being brought in-house, 
and there is an effort underway to streamline the permitting 
processes in the city so departments can better communicate 
with each other. 

Galvin started to gain some momentum in the spring, and 
the turning point may have come in June. His budget was 
passed without a single cut by the council - something that has- 
n’t happened in at least a generation - and his commitment to 
purchasing the Whispering Hill parcel in West Woburn and a 
portion of Spence Farm in the Central Square area is being 
hailed as a pivotal moment for the city. 

“I think one of the things we're going to be able to look back 
on is that we as a city were able to preserve some of our open 
space,” said Galvin. “Getting the Whispering Hill property is 
huge for us, Not only do we get a 75-acre tract of pristine land, 
we get to keep that land from being developed. Putting up 300 
or 400 or 600 apartments (as Archstone Properties once pro- 
posed) was going to have a huge impact on the quality of life for 
everyone, not just on the West Side but in the entire city, and 
even in some of the surrounding communities.” 

Initially opposed to purchasing the 7-acre Spence Farm par- 
cel, Galvin took a second look and decided it was as good an 
opportunity for the city to pass up. 

“Our main focus was on the Whispering Hill parcel, and 
when the Spence Farm parcel came up, it really didn’t look like 
we were going to be able to afford to buy both of them at the 
same time,” he said. “But we were able to institute (a local 
option .75-percent increase) in the local meals tax to pay for it 
and that seven or eight cents on a $10 (restaurant) bill isn’t 
going to stop you or anyone else from eating (in Woburn). 

“The people who really deserve a lot of the credit are (Ward 
4 Alderman) Mike Anderson and (Ward 3 Alderman) Mark 
Gaffney, and a very determined group of residents who really 
advocated for the purchase of Spence Farm,” he added. 

Acknowledging the difficult economy, Galvin brought in the 
city’s fiscal year 2011 budget at a 1.38-percent increase, the low- 
est in years, and well under the constraints of Proposition 2 '. 

“I think once December comes, people are going to be 
pleased,” said Galvin, referring to the month in which the City 
Council sets the tax rate.

There is also 
an endowment of nearly $2 
million that must be used for 
the upkeep and maintenance 
of the present building. 

“WPL Board of Trustees 
Vice-President Richard 
Mahoney said fund-raising 
efforts would increase in the 
fall. Left unsaid but intimated 
was the notion that the city 
would have to kick in a sub- 
stantial portion of the costs 
for the library renovation. 
Thus far, the city has appro- 
priated $300,000 to hire a proj- 
ect manager and an architect 
for the design phase of the 
library addition. 

“Even in a slow economy, 
the city has been able to 
finance a comprehensive 
water system upgrade, the 
purchase of open space and 


the continuation of the schoo] 
building improvement plan 
due to its unique financial sit 
uation... 

“Let's put our heads 
together; said Mahoney. ‘If we 
lose this grant, ... the opportu 
nity we started in 2003 goes 
away and we may not gel 
another chance, and we cer:

ation we're in and jumped on 
board,” said Galvin. “One of 
the big differences between 
being a City Council member 
and a mayor is as a mayor 
you get to see how dedicated 
and hard-working all the peo- 
ple who work for the city are. 
They really care about their 
jobs and they take a lot of 
pride in working for the city.” 

There are some tasks 
ahead. The city needs to fig-

Don't chase rates! Find the right mortgage too 


NEW YORK (AP) — For those who can quali- 
fy, it's one of the best times to get a mortgage. 


Last week, rates for 30-year fixed-rate loans 
dropped to 4.57 percent, the lowest level on 
records dating back to 1971, Freddie Mac said. 

And for some who missed out on the govern- 
ment's homebuying tax credit, the rates may 
more than make up for that lost $8,000. 

"A tax credit is immediate gratification," said 
Leonard Baron, a professor of finance at San 
Diego State University, "but long-term, with 
rates this low, you can get much more value.” 

But which loan is right for you? The mortgage 
game has changed since the housing bust and 
more rules have been and are being added. One 
factor is for sure now: Your credit score should 
be at least 620 or you'll have a hard time finding 
a loan. What varies is how much you have for a 


downpayment. 


Buyer No. 1: You have a 20-percent downpay- 
ment and expect to retire in the house. 

— Take out a 30-year fixed-rate loan, the most 
popular type of mortgage. The interest rate stays 
the same over the life of the loan and right now, 
that rate is at historical lows. 

"This loan is for someone interested in stabili- 
ty and security," said John Stearns, mortgage 
banker at American Fidelity Mortgage Services 
Inc. in Mequon, Wisc. 


Buyer No. 2: You have a 20-percent downpay- 
ment, but plan to move into another home down 
the road. 

— Consider a five-, seven- or 10-year 
adjustable-rate loan, which has a fixed rate for a 
set period and then adjusts higher after that 
time. These loans carry a lower initial interest 
rate than the 30-year fixed-rate, so you save 
money over the fixed-rate period. After the fixed- 
rate period ends, borrowers typically refinance 
into another loan to avoid the adjustable rate. 
Rates on five-year adjustable-rate mortgages 
averaged 3.75 percent this week. That was the 
lowest on Freddie Mac's records, which date 
back to January 2005. 

ARMs got a bad rap during the housing bust 
because most people who took out two- or three- 
year ARMs got caught with an unaffordable pay- 
ment when their rates reset. They couldn't refi- 
nance into a fixed-rate loan because home prices 
had.tanked and credit tightened up. 

That risk still exists, but starting in September, 
lenders will have to evaluate whether borrowers 
can make payments after the rate reset on 
adjustable-rate loans backed by Fannie Mae. 


Buyer No. 3: You have at least a 20-percent 
downpayment for a house worth more than 
$729,500. 

— You need a so-called jumbo loan which is not 
backed by Fannie Mae and Freddie Mac. That 
means any lender who makes a above 
that amount will have to keep the loan on its 
books. 

‘To compensate for that risk, lenders charge 
higher interest rates than a conventional mort- 
gage. The average rate for a 30-year fixed-rate 
jumbo loan fell to 5.48 percent this week, the low- 
est level ever in Bankrate.com's survey. 


Buyer No. 4: You have more than a 20-percent 


' yy 


downpayment, 

— Depending on: how much you're putting 
down, you might consider a 20-year fixed-rate 
mortgage. Rates are sometimes, but not always, 
lower than a 30-year fixed-rate by about a quar- 
ter-point. However, because the loan term is 
shorter on the 20-year loan, the monthly pay- 
ment will be higher than a 30-year mortgage. 
For example, the monthly payment for a 20- 
year fixed-rate loan for $300,000 is $1,898. It's 
only $1,565 a month if the loan is 30 years. But 
over the life of the loan, you'll save about 
$108,000 in interest. 

"Most people are interested in a lower monthly 
payment," Stearns said. « 


Buyer No. 5: You have less than a 20-percent 
downpayment, 


— Consider a mortgage insured by the Federal 
Housing Administration, or FHA. A borrower 
needs to put down only 3.5 percent of the pur- 
chase price. 

After the housing market slumped, the FHA 
became the major source of funding for first- 
time homebuyers. It insured about 24 percent of 
new loans in the first quarter, according to 
Inside Mortgage Finance, a trade publication. 
Or, consider a mortgage loan that isn't backed 
by the FHA, which only requires 5 percent down. 
However, you will pay mortgage insurance each 
month, which can add an extra $25 to $50 to your 
monthly payment depending on your credit 
score, Private mortgage insurance protects a 
lender against losses when a borrower defaults, 
If you have very good credit, this option may be 
cheaper. 


Buyer No. 6: You have a gift downpayment 
— While one in five first-time homebuyers used 
a gift frorh a relative or friend for a downpay- 
ment last year, there are some rules to navigate, 
Gift money can be used for a downpayment on: 
a conventional loan only after the borrowers use 
their own money to make the 5-percent mini- 
mum. Gift money can pay for closing costs or - 
ance that are put into an escrow account. Banks 
typically check two months' worth of bank state- 
ments for unusually odd deposits that could be 
considered gifts. However, if the gift was deposit! 
ed six months before, a bank might not notice. 
However, FHA mortgages allow borrowers to 
use a gift to make the 3.5-percent minimum 
downpayment. The gift must be documented in 
writing and the lender may ask for proof of 
deposit. 
Buyer No. 7: You don't have a downpayment, 
— Your options are limited. 
If you are a veteran or the surviving spouse of 
one, consider a mortgage backed by the 
Department of Veteran Affairs. These loans offer
